T he survivors of Johnstown began a reg­ 
istration of their names y esterday . 
Up to 
last night 9,000 names were enrolled, and 
this, it is feared, will prove nearly a complete 
list. 
The population of Johustow n before 
the flood was 29,500. 


T en thousand 
lives have been lost at 
HoDg Kong, China, by a hurricane. 
A Chi 
Dese disaster is alway s ehOrmous in its loss of 
life because of the density of the population. 
To devstroy ten thousaud people is not an ex­ 
ceptional calam ity there. 


J ustice H orace G ray of the United 
States Suprem e Court and Miss Jeannette 
Matthews, daughter of the late Stanley M at­ 
thews, were m arried y esterday in W ashing' 
ton. 
The couple will spend the month at a 
country resort, and sail for Europe in July . 


Sy racuse voted for Skaneateles lake w ater 
y esterday . 
The vote was 11,304 for the 
water and 910 against it. This was sufficient­ 
ly unanim ous to silence opposiiion. 
The 
lake is full of good water, and the canal is 
not likely to suffer from the thirst oi the 
Sy racusans, 


W il l iam s p or t calls for help, in spite of 
the pitiable condition of Johnstown, and Gov. 
Beaver reports that he is loading cars with 
flour and groceries for that city . 
So great 
was the flood iu the W est Branch that thou­ 
sands of people at W illiam sport are home, 
less and destitute of clothing. 


L ock H ave n was heard from y esterday 
for the first time since Friday last. 
The city 
Had been submerged, and all the houses had 
y et six to eight feet of water in them, but 
only one person had been drowned and there 
was no suffering. 
At Mill Hall, ft small town 
four or five miles above Lock Haven on the 
Bald Eagle, several persons were drowned. 


P ostmaster G eneral W anamaker 
has 
addressed a circular to the leading posboffices 
in the country , inquiring the nmoilnt of labor 
perform ed and of business transacted on Sun 
day s, and asking for suggestions in regard to 
Gie possibility of a reduction of this Sunday 
labor. 
He does not propose, however, to in ­ 
terfere w ith the actual necessities of business. 


T he cfttimate of pecuniary loss by the 
floods of last week is $ 75,000,000. 
The loss 
at Johnstow n and along the Conemaugh is 
$ 35,000,000, to the Pennsy lvania lum ber in­ 
terests $ 5,000,000, to the railroads $ 5,000,- 
000, to the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal 
$ 1 ,500,000, while the rem ainder is distribu­ 
ted in the Chem ung valley of New York and 
C entral V irginia. 


T he P ort Hope Gu id e, a Canadian news’ 
pftpeb, prints a list of four hundred y oung 
m en who have left that place, crossed the 
lakes into “ The States” and gone West. 
This movement is continually going on, and 
is calculated to m itigate whatever anxiety 
m ay be felt by Am ericans for the annexation 
of Canada herself.

T he millions and millions of logs tha* 
have been washed down by the floods ex­ 
plain the cause of the great disaster. Twenty 
y ears ago the forests were denuded of their 
most valuable timber, much of which did not 
bring rem unerative prices and went to waste 
because they were not needed. 
And still the 
vandal hand of man works away , cutting 
down the trees whose tim ber is comparatively 
worthless. 
T he forests are thus 
turned 
to desolation, the sun dries up the once 
spongy bottom that absorbed the great rains 
and held them in cheqk, and now when they 
fall they pour swiftly over the dry and hard 
surface into the rivers. 
There will have to 
be a check to this vandalism. 
A hundred 
arbor day s a y ear would not in centuries re­ 
store what has been lost. 


T he absurdity of the alien contract law ap­ 
pears again in the decision by Solicitor H ep­ 
burn of the Treasury that it excludes from 
the country the European professors who 
have been engaged for the new Catholic 
university at W ashington. 
It is decided 
that they as well as clergy men m ust stay out, 
while actors, artists, lecturers, singers and 
domestic servants can come in.

AT JOHNSTOW N TO-DAY. 
By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
J ohns t ow n 
, l ’a., June 5.—In the midst of 
this scene of death and desolation Providence 
Seems to be exerting a subduing influence., 
Six day s have elapsed since the great disas­ 
ter and the tem perature still rem ains low and 
chilly in the Conemaugh Valley . 
W hen it is 
remembered that 
in the 
ordinary 
June 
w eather of this locality from 2 to 3 day s are 
sufficient to bring an unattended body to a 
degree 
of 
decay 
and 
putrifaction that 
would 
render 
it 
almost 
impossible 
to 
prevent 
the 
spread 
of 
disease 
throughout the valley , the inestimable bene­ 
fits of this cool weather arc almost bey ond 
appreciation. 
The emanations from the half 
mile of d eb ris above the bridge are but litlie 
more offensive than y esterday , and should 
this cool weather continue a few day s longer 
it is possible hundreds of bodies m ay y et be 
recovered from the wreck in such a state of 
preservation as to Lender identification possi­ 
ble, 
Many hundreds oR victim s, however, 
w ill be roasted and charred !uio such shape­ 
less masscr, ns to preclude a hope of recogni 
tion by their nearest relatives. 
The work of clearing up the wreck and re­ 
covering the bodies is now being conducted 
sy stematically . 
Over 6.000 men are at work 
in the various portions of the valley , and each 
little gang of 20 men is directed by a fore­ 
man, who is under ordePs from the general 
headquarters. 
As the rubbish is gone over 
and the bodies and scattered articles of value 
are recovered the d eb ris Is piled up in one 
high mass and the torch applied. 
In this 
way the valley is assuming a less devastated 
appearance. 
In 24 hours more every mass of 
rubbish will probably have been searched, 
and the investigations will be confined to the 
sm oking wreck above Johnstow n bridge. 
Pittsburgers are now in sole charge of 
every thing at this place. 
The Fourteenth 
Regiment' has not y et G en assigned to duty 
by A djutant General Hastings. 
In an inter­ 
view this m orning he said: “ The regiment 
was ordered here to do guard duty and take 
charge of the place. 
We will not declare 
m artial law for the reason that there is no ne­ 
cessity for it. 
The local police and the citi­ 
zens wrho have been doiDg y eoman service are 
about tired out. and I will assign the Regi­ 
m ent to guard work this afternoon and re­ 
lieve the police.” 
The General sent the fol­ 
lowing telegram to Governor Beaver this 
morning: 
The Chief of Police of Johnstown Informs me 
that there were no depredations last night, and 
every thing is quiet this morning. The stories about 
riots and ly nching are untrue and are sent out by 
people who are desirous of making sensations. 
[Signed] 
D. H. Hastings . 
A t the Johnstown station, on the east side 
of the River, every thing Is 
quiet. 
CoDsid 
erable work is being done. 
This is the chief 
commissary station, and this m orning by 2 
o'clock 15,000 people were fed, and about 600 
families were 
furnished with provisions. 
Five car-loads of clothing were distributed, 
and now almost every one is provided with 
clothing. 
At the different registration places 
18.000 residents of the devastated district had 
registered as alive and well. 
The total pop­ 
ulation of this district was between 40,000 
and 50,000. 
There were hundreds of people 
w aiting around the offices to have their 
names placed on the list. 
It is thought that bv to-morrow night at 
least 85 per cent, of the survivors will bereg 
istered. 
Roger O’Mnrn, Superintendent of 
Police of Pittsburg, who has been here for 
two day s looking for crooks and pick-pock- 
ets, say s the reports about robberies a ud ;; 
thieving have been 
greatly exaggerated. 
There are no professional thieves in Johns­ 
town. 
This is not the place where they 
would be liable 
to 
work. 
T hey may 
come up 
in 
crowded 
trains 
and 
rob 
passengers, y et they would just be as likely 
to help with the work here as not. 
No pro­ 
fessional thief would “ w ork” the dead here,as 
there is little of nothing for them to gain, and 
there are so many policemen that it would be 
almost impossible for them to evade detec­ 
tion. 
All the thieving that has been done 
was by a lot of tram ps. 
W hat is needed here 
is people with picks and shovels, and they 
are badly needed. 
This m orning 1,100 men 
arrived in charge of P hilip Fly nn. 
Hon. 
W illiam Fly nn arrived later and took charge 
of the work, and by 11 o’clock they bad suc­ 
ceeded in doiDg more work at clearing away 
the d eb ris thau has been done heretofore. 
Seventy -five carpenters and 20 carloads of 
provisions came up w ith the laboring men. 
This m orning another delegation of work­ 
men came from Braddock. 
Each man had a 
pick, shovel, saw or some other instrum ent 
on bis shoulder, and they were prepared to 
S 
i to w ork immediately . 
A djutant General 
astings has requested the Associated Press 
to state that this is the kind of men that are 
wanted here and too many cannot be 
sent. 
T hirty doctors airived from Philadelphia this 
momiDg. 
The doctors were thanked for 
their willingness to help, but their services 
were declined from the fact that there are no 
patients to take care of. In the Prospect Hospi­ 
tal on the hill-top there is not one patient,and 
the only use for doctors here is to utilize them 
as laborers. 
A t 1:15 this afternoon 50 bodies were taken 
from the d eb ris in front of the Catholic 
Church in Johnstown borough. 
A bout 40 
of the bodies were those of women. 
They 
were immediately removed to the m orgue for 
identification. 
Conservative men are of the opinion that 
the num ber of people lost will reach from 
12.000 to 15,000. This v iew is based o n many 


fragments of evidence obtained from over 
100 of the best citizens.

As the rubbish is gone over

high mass and the torch applied.

way the valley is assuming a less devastated 
appearance. 
In 24 hours more every muss of 
rubbish will probably have been searched, 
and the investigations will hi' confined to the 
smoking wreck above Johnstown bridge. 
Ifittsburger# are now In sole charge of 
everything at this place. 
The Fourteenth 
Regiment has not yet lieen assigned to duty 
by Adjutant General Hastings.

Five car-loads of clothing were distributed, 
and now almost everyone is provided with 
clothing.

18.000 residents of the devastated district had 
registered as alive and well.

There were hundreds of people 
waiting around the offices to have their 
names placed on the list. 
It is thought that bv to-morrow night at 
least 85 per cent. of the survivors will be reg­ 
istered.

JonNBTOWN, Pa., June !>.—In the midst of 
this scene of death and desolation Providence 
seems to he exerting a subduing influence. 
Six days have elapsed since the great disas­ 
ter and the temperature still remains low- and 
chilly in the Conemaugh Valley. 
When it is 
remembered that 
in the 
ordinary 
June 
weather of this locality from 2 to 3 days are 
sufficient to bring an unattended body to a 
degree 
of 
decay 
and 
putrifuction that 
would 
render 
it 
almost 
impossible 
to 
prevent 
the 
spread 
of 
disease 
throughout the valley, the inestimable bene­ 
fits of this cool weather are almost beyond 
appreciation. 
The emanations from the half 
mile of debris above the bridge are but litlle 
more offensive than yesterday, and should 
this cool weather continue a few days longer 
it is possible hundreds of bodies may yet he 
recovered from the wreck in such a slate of 
preservation as to Vender identification possi­ 
ble, 
Maby hundreds of ¡victims, however 
will be roasted a n d charred Juta such shape­ 
less masscr, n* to preclude a hope of recogni 
tion by their nearest relatives. 
The work of clearing up the wreck and re­ 
covering the bodies is now being conducted 
systematically. 
Over 6.000 men are at work 
in the various portions of the valley, audeach 
little gang of 20 men is directed by a fore­ 
man, who is under ordeFs from the general 
headquarters. 
As the rubbish is gone over 
and the bodies and scattered articles of value 
are recovered the debris Is piled up in one 
high mass and the torch applied. 
In this 
way the valley is assuming a less devaslated 
appearance. 
In 24 hours more every mass of 
rubbish will probably have been searched, 
and the investigations will be confined to the 
smoking wreck above Johnstown bridge. 
Pittshurgers are now in sole bharge of 
everything at this place. 
The Fourteenth 
Regiment has not yet been assigned to duty 
by Adjutant General Hastings. 
In an inter­ 
view this morning lie said: “ The regiment 
was ordered here to do guard duty and take 
charge of the place. 
We wili not declare

At the Johnstown station, on the east side 
of the River, everything Is quiet. 
Consid­ 
erable work is being done; 
This is the chief 
commissary station, and this morning by 2 
o'clock 15 ,0 0 0 people were fed, and about 000 
families were 
furnished with provisions. 
Five car-loads of clothing were distributed, 
and now almost everyone is provided with 
clothing. 
At the different registration places 
1 8 ,0 0 0 residents of the devastated district had 
registered as alive and well. 
The total pop­ 
ulation of this district was between 4 0 ,0 0 0 
and 5 0 ,0 0 0 . 
There were hundreds of people 
waiting around the offices to have their 
names placed on the list. 
It is thought that by to-morrow night at 
least 8 5 per cent, of the survivors will be reg­ 
istered. 
Roger O’Mara, Superintendent of

there are so many policemen that it would be 
almost impossible for them to evade detec­ 
tion.

is people with picks and shovels, and they 
are badly needed.

J a c k s o n v i l l e , Fla., June 5.—The most 
extensive fire which has visited .Jacksonville 
for many years broke out at 2 o’clock this 
morning in the rear of the building on 
Bridge street, formerly used for the electric 
light plant.

and the fire spread rapidly northward until 
it had consumed everything combustible iu 
an area of 5 blocks, hounded by Hawk-street 
on die west, Adams on the north. Clay on 
the east and the Creek on the south.

PRO G RESS O F TH E CAUSE O F RUM . 


The N ew York Sun laments “ the failure 
of the Legislature to enact in good faith any 
feasible measure to avert the abuses which 
seem to be incident to the sale of spirituous 
liquors,” but has no word of rebuke to Gov. 
Hill for his two vetoes. 
To our certain 
knowledge the Legislature of N ew York has 
tried in good faith at least seven times to 
avert the abuses of the liquor traffic, but has 
been thwarted every time by the Governor. 
He has vetoed three high license bills, two 
Vedder tax bills, a bill to suppress a disor­ 
derly house kept under the guise of a saloon 
at Willard Asy lum , and a bill to close up the 
saloon in the Capitol building at Albany . 
There may have been others but we cannot 
recall them. 
The Sun shows the progress being made by 
the saloon trade in New ^ ork under the pro­ 
tection of the state executive. 
It tells of a 
compromise in the interest of the deaiers un­ 
der which, instead of the liberal reduction of 
license fees which had beeu promised, they 
were to have the appointment of 24 of the 
48 Excise Inspectors. 
These officers osten­ 
sibly look after violations of the law and re­ 
port to the Excise Board, and are paid a sal­ 
ary of $1,5 00 each. 
The kind of 
service 
likely to l>e performed by men appointed by 
the dealers can easily be understood 
1 he 
bargain appears to have fallen through, not 
because of its abominable character, but 
through political dissensions. 
In several dis­ 
tricts the liquor dealers’ associations are gov­ 
erned by men opposed to Tammany , and 
hence Tam m any kicked against the arrange­ 
ment. 
This brought 
the scandal to the 
knowledge of the people, and the Excise 
Board dared not proceed. 
But no moral con­ 
sideration appears to have had any weight in 


the matter. 
The Sun notices that since the first of May 
alterations are being made in many corner 
saloons, for the purpose of fatting up annexes 
with gaudy appointments for the occupancy 
of women. 
And it does not think that these 
places in the great thoroughfares, where by 
day and by nigbt women may drink strong 
liquor away from their homes, conducive to 
the moral health of the community , but on 
the other hand calculated to increase crime 
and bring al>out the worst sort of destitution 
and degradation. 
There is also noticeable, 
since J anuary 1st, a great increase in the 
number of places where so called concerts 
are held. 
The Sun say s they are not con­ 
certs, but that the announcement of female 
singers is the invariable preliminary to the rc- 
establishment of the dives,the most notorious 
of which have been broken up by the police. 
The Sun plainly tells the Excise Board ap­ 
pointed by May or Grant that it ‘'w ill' sooner 
or later have to meet the great question 
whether the Board controls the liquor deal­ 
ers for the community or whether the liquor 
dealers control the Board against the com­ 
munity .” 
And it notes as "a cheering and 
encouraging sign that the liquor dealers are 
doing more at present to bring about a .solu­ 
tion of the question, consonant with the pub­ 
lic welfare, than any public department seems 
able or w illing to attempt.” 
The interpret:! 
tion of which is that, having been furnished 
plenty of rope by the Governor, they are 
busily engaged in hanging themselves. 


T H E G O V E R N O R W AXES A N G R Y . 


The manner in which Gov. Ilill lectures 
the Legislature in his vetoes of the high li­ 
cense and Vedder bills appears to justify 
every word of the harsh criticism passed up­ 
on his language by the Albany Ex p ress and 
New York Trib une, quoted elsewhere. 
W e 
append a few extracts, merely to show the 
sty le of our Governor in those excitable 
moods which alway s come over him when 
dealing with legislation adverse to his pet 
supporters, the liquor dealers. 
Of the high 
license bill he say s : 


H ypocrisy is stam p ed upon nearly every pag e and 
line of th is m easure. 
The bdl was conceived in a 
partisan caucus and was not honestly desig ned to 
subserve th e cause of tem perance, but w as pressed 
merely as a m a tte r of political ex pediency. 
There 
are two recog nized m ethods of defeating a m easure 
- o ne is by a dire ct and open opposition, and the 
other is by th e insertion of objectionable am end­ 
m ents rendering it so defective, harsh or unreason­ 
able as to leave no o th er alternative to th e E x ecu­ 
tive but its disapproval. 
Tne assertio n th a t the present bill is substantially 
and i-ssentially th e Ex cise Commission bill is sim ply 
n bol l, plaiu and unm itig ated falsehood. 
The a s­ 
sertion is m ade only to cover aud conceal the ap ­ 
parent tre ach ery and bad faith involved in the re­ 
jection of th e com m ission bill. To a tte m p t—after 
having delib erately rejected the com m ission bill—cc 
palm this m easure off upon the public as an accep­ 
table sub stitute for it and one substantially like it. 
is a species of duplicity, deception and double deal 
iotr w orthy only of the defenders of th e substitutes 
who have been jug g ling with this q uestion for so 
m any years. 
Th s m easure is unreasonable in its provisions, un 
wise in its discrim inations and unsatisfactory to the 
people of th e state. 
Of the Vedder liquor tax bill, which was 
giodified to meet the objections expressed in 
a previous veto, he sa y s: 


There is no public sentim ent behind this bill. 
It is 
not an honest m easure, desig ned to restrict the evils 
of intem perance, b ut w as introduced and urg ed be 
fore the L eg islature sim ply to retard and em barrass 
the proper solution of th e ex cise q uestion. 
These are his opinions upon measures that 
are being tested in Pennsy lvania, Massachu 
setts, Illinois, Ohio, and the Democratic state 
of Missouri, and giving satisfaction wherever 
tried. 
In spite of their good results, and the 
rapid spread of the high license sentiment 
among the people, he accuses the Legisla­ 
ture of hy pocrisy , dishonesty and falsehood, 
because it passed measures which lie could 
not approve. 
The decent people of the 
state of N ew -Y ork are getting new dis­ 
closures of the Governor’s character very 
rapidly now. 
It was expected that he would 
veto the bills, but the anger that he exhibits 
proves the bitterness of the task that lie is 
compelled to perform in fulfillment of his 
pledges to the liquor men. 


O N E O F T IL D E N 'S SCHEMES. 


The appointment of Hon. Orlow W . Chap­ 
in of Bingham ton by the President to the 
ice of Solicitor General tempts the Brook- 
i Ea g le to indulge in a b itof political remi- 
icence, though we fail to see how the narra- 
o reflects discredit upon Mr. Chapman or 
ss honor to the Democratic party . 
Mr. 
apman held the office of State Superin- 
ident of Insurance from 18 7 3 till the close 
J anuary , 18 7 6, when he retired “ for busi- 
8 reasons, lea ving an excellent record.” 
e Deputy Superintendent, who was Hon. 
n. Sm y th, editor of the Owego 
Times, 
ame a cting Superintendent, and held the 
ce fo r about a y ear. 
In November, 18 7 6, 
lie the office was thus vacant, the Prcsi 
tfal election took place, and, in the opin- 
of the Ea g le, Mr. Tilden was elected Pres- 
it. 
A t the same election Lucius Robin- 
was chosen Governor. 
“ The headship 


of this State Department [Insurance] was 
thus regarded as a pawn which Demo­ 
cratic 
politicians 
at 
Albany 
believed 
could be play ed for Republican support of 
Mr. Tilden's rights at Washington.” 
In the 
meantime Mr. Robinson became ^Governor 
and “ erroneously allowed himself to be in­ 
duced by Samuel J . Tilden and Daniel Man­ 
ning to name J ohn F. Smy th for Superinten­ 
dent of the Insurance Department. 
The 
nomination lning fire for several weeks, but 
on February 16, 18 7 7 , it was confirmed u n ­ 
der political pressure from both sides.” 
The 
Ea g le intimates that in consideration of this 
office, Roscoe Conkling and five other Repub­ 
lican Senators agreed to oppose the award by 
the Electoral Commission of the vote of 
Louisiana to Gen. Hay es. This is a falsehood 
that every body knows to be 
such, 
for 
Mr. Conkling never made a traffic of his vote 
or violated his word. 
But we proceed with 
the story . 
“ Mr. 
Hay es got the vote of 
Louisiana, and the day that the award was 
obtained by the Senate Mr. Conkling did not 
put in an appearance at all. The Republican 
Senators who intended to join with him were 
present, but voted with their party with the 
exception of J ohn P. J ones, then and now a 
Senator from Nevada,” 
This is the story in brief. 
It implicates no 
Republican, unless there are those who lie- 
licve the slander against Mr. Conkling, whose 
whole life furnished a contradiction. 
But it 
shows how eager was Mr. Tilden to traffic 
for any chance that promised to aid in a steal 
of the Presidency . 
It was a transaction 
characteristic of the man who unblushingly 
sought to buy electoral votes in Oregon and 
Florida. 
Gov. Robinson afterwards got sick 
of his bargain, and undertook to have Mr. 
Smy th removed on false charges. 
In this he 
failed as miserably as did the conspiracy that 
placed Smy th in the office. 
Mr. Smy th’s ad­ 
ministration was honorable and successful, 
while the circumstances under which he re­ 
ceived the office did not swerve him from his 
allegiance to the Republican party . 
And 
there is nothing in the Ea g le's story to show 
that President Harrison was unwise in his ap­ 
pointment of Mr. Chapman. 


P U B LIC O PINION? 


It is a matter of common notoriety that 
while David B. Hill is Governor of New 
York any measure designed for the effective 
regulation of the liquor traffic can become a 
law only by the overriding of the Executive 
veto.—New Yo rk Hera ld . 


In the use of billingsgate David B. Hill 
must be written down as a Governor without 
a rival or a peer. 
One quarter of his message 
vetoing the Excise Commission’s bill, as 
amended and passed by the Legislature, con­ 
sists of a stump speech, and the remaining 
three-quarters is devoted to abuse of the Re­ 
publican Senators and Assembly men, their 
motives, their honesty , their consistency , 
their entire conduct. 
Probably such license 
of speech never proceeded from the Execu­ 
tive of a state before. 
No language is too 
violent to express the Governor’s wrath. That 
he would veto the measure was a foregone 
conclusion; his complete sui^erviency to the 
liquor interest is too well known to have war­ 
ranted any other supposition. 
But surely he 
need not have proclaimed the fact so offen­ 
sively and indecently .—New Yo rk Trib une. 


Governor Hill has vetoed the Crosby High 
License bill, as might have been expected. 
He has vetoed it on strictly partisan grounds. 
That also was to be expected of Hill. 
Now- 
let the people judge which party has the in­ 
terest of the state at heart—the Democrats 
who kill restrictive liquor laws, or the Re­ 
publicans, who vote for the sensible regula­ 
tion of the traffic in intoxicants. — New Yo rk 
Press. 


These two vetoes have licen anticipated, 
and were taken into account in passing the 
bills. 
They would have been devoid of 
further political effect if the Governor had 
contented 
himself with a temperate and 
rational statement of liis own position, and 
his unseemly tirade against the Republican 
legislators will hurt nobody but himself.

CHANGES FOR TH E BETTER, 


A R e p u b lic a n A dm inis tr a tio n S tr e ng th e ns 
C o nfide nce a nd E nc o u ra g e s B u s ine s s . 
[Hon. Ellis H. R oberts in Utica H eralii.] 
The Republican Administration has been 
only three months in power, and y et the tone 
of business has changed very decidedly for 
the better. 
Here and there are local difficul­ 
ties, as there alway s will be in a vast country 
like ours, but they bear no comparison to the 
strikes and collisions which have recently oc 
eurred in Germany and in free trade Belgium. 
The classification by the Treasury Depart 
ment of worsted cloths as woolens, as they 
are in 
fact, has 
strengthened confidence 
among manufacturers, who feel that the pro­ 
tective sy stem is to be maintained in its letter 
and in its spirit. 
The recent large sales by auction in New 
York of cottons and flannels, were a surprise 
in the improvement in prices and even more 
in the attendance of buy ers. 
These repre­ 
sented all parts of the country and gave evi 
dence that the purchases were for the general 
markets and not for speculation. 
W hile the 
prices do Dot give the manufacturers very 
broad margins of profits, the demand for the 
fabrics will encourage production and keep 
the mills employ ed. 
Another encouraging feature in the in 
dustrial situation is the falling off in importa 
tions of iron and steel during the latest period 
subjected to accurate comparison. 
The ship­ 
ments of foreign ores to our ports was only 
about one-half in 18 8 8 w hat they were in 
18 8 7 , and of manufactured iron and steel the 
reduction in importations was nearly as great, 
from 1,9 9 7 ,247 tons in 18 8 7 to 1,024,524 tons 
in 18 8 8 ; and this process is believed to be 
still continuing.

In another respect the outlook is clear and 
auspicious. 
For the first time in several y ears 
at this season no threats of railroad difficulties 
obscure the horizon. 
There is no program 
of labor troubles on the great Hues put forth. 
No declaration of a war of rates is promul­ 
gated. 
The companies are in excellent con­ 
dition for the transportation of crops, for 
which the anticipations are favorable. 
Seed time and harvest do not fail, altho’ 
there may be frosts and floods. 
The cold 
weather which has just been reported ex­ 
tended over a wide region, but it came so 
early that careful observers predict that grain 
will show no permanent damage. 
For that 
result, however, trust must he reposed in 
Providence. 
The whole influence of the Government, is 
exerted to strengthen and encourage the 
powers of production in the mioes and the 
mills, and the people know for a certainty 
that no revolution can be accomplished in 
our protective sy stem while Benjamin Har­ 
rison is President. 
Instead of the apprehen­ 
sions which the crusades of Carlisle and Mills 
created and kept up, confidence pervades the 
circles of manufacture and of trade. 
The 
country is getting its reward for restoring the 
Republican party to national control.

rR C G R E S S OE TU E CA U SE OF RUM 


The New York Sun laments “ the failure 
of the Legislature to enact in good faith any 
feasible measure to avert the abuses which 
seem to lie incident to the sale of spirituous 
liquors,” but bas no wort! of rebuke to Gov. 
Hill for his two vetoes. 
To our certain 
knowledge the Legislature of New York bas 
tried in good faith at least seven times to 
avert the abuses of the liquor traffic, but bas 
been thwarted every time by the Governor. 
He has vetoed three high license bills, two 
Tedder tax bills, a bill to suppress a disor­ 
derly house* kept under the guise of a saloon 
at Willard Asylum, nod a bill to close tip the 
saloon in the Capitol building at Albany. 
There may have been others but we cannot 
recall them. 
The Sun shows the progress Itcfng made by 
the saloon trade in New York under the pro­ 
tection of the state executive. 
It tells of a 
compromise in the interest of the dealers un­ 
der which, instead of the liberal reduction of 
license fees which bad been promised, they 
were to have the appointment of 24 of the 
48 Exc ise Inspectors. 
These officers osten­ 
sibly look after violations of the law and re­ 
port to the Excise Hoard, and are paid a sal­ 
ary of fl.ftOO each. 
The kind of 
service 
likely to lie performed by men appointed by 
the dealers can easily be understood 
The 
bargain appears to have fallen through, not 
because of its abominable character, but 
through political dissensions. 
In several tbs 
triels the liquor dealers’ associations are gov­ 
erned by men opposed to Tammany, and 
hence Tammany kicked against the arrange 
ment. 
This brought 
the scandal to the 
knowledge of the people, and the Excise 
Board dared not proceed. 
But no moral con­ 
sideration appears to have had any weight in 


the m a tte r. 
The Sun notices that since the first of May 
alterations are lieing made in many corner 
saloons, for the purpose of fitting up annexes 
with gaudy appointments for the occupancy 
of women. 
And it does not think that these 
places in the gnat thoroughfares, where by 
day and by night women may drink strong 
liquor away from their homes, conducive to 
the moral health of the community, but on 
the other hand calculated to increase crime 
and bring aliout the worst sort of destitution 
and degradation. 
There is also noticeable, 
since January 1st, a great increase in the 
auntlier of places w here so called concerts 
are held. 
The Sun says they are not con­ 
certs, but that the announcement of female 
singers is the invariable preliminary to the re­ 
establishment of the dives.the most notorious 
of which have ls*en broki ti up by the jsilice. 
The Sun plainly tells the Excise Board ap­ 
pointed by Mayor Grant that it • w ill' sooner 
or later have to meet the great question 
whether the Hoard controls the liquor deal­ 
ers for the community or whether the liquor 
dealers control the Board against the com­ 
munity.” 
And it notes as “a cheering and 
encouraging sign that the liquor dealers nre 
doing mort- at present to bring aliout a solu­ 
tion of the question, consonant with the pub­ 
lic welfare, than a n y public department seems 
able or willing to attempt.” 
The interprets 
tion of w hich is that, having been furnished 
plenty of rop** by the Governor, they are 
busily engaged in hanging themselves. 


T U E G O V E R N O R W A X E S A S G RT. 


The manner In w hich Gov. Hill lecture* 
the Legislature in his vetoes of the high li­ 
cense and Tedder bills appears to Justify 
every word of the h a rs h criticism passed up­ 
on his language by the Albany E rp rttt nod 
New York Tribune, quoted elsewhere. 
\N e 
append a few extracts, merely to show the 
style of our Governor in those excitable 
moods which always come over him when 
dealing with legislation adverse to his pct 
superiors, the liquor dealers. 
Of the high 
license bill he says : 


Hypocrisy is stam ped upon nearly every J**4C* 
line of this m easure. 
The bill a a s conceived in a 
partisan caucus aud was not honestly designed to 
subserve the cause of tem perance, but was pressed 
merely as a m atter of political expediency 
There 
are two recog nixed tnrth<sls of defeating a m easure 
—one is bv a direct and open opposHl**. and the 
other is bv th ” insertion of objectionable am end­ 
m ents rendering It so defective, harsh or unreason 
able as ta leave no other alternative lo the Execu­ 
tive but IU disapproval. 
Toe assertion m at the present bill is substantially 
and .-ssenttally the Excise Commission bill is simply 
a bol I. plain and unm itigated falsehood 
The a s ­ 
sertion Is m ade only to cover aud conceal the ap ­ 
parent treachery aud I sui faith Involved in the re­ 
jection of the com m ission bill 
To attem p t—after 
bavin* deliberately rejected the com mission bill - to 
(slim this m easure off upon the public as an accep­ 
table substitute for it and one substantially like it. 
Isa species of duplicity, deception and double deal 
Idk worthy only of the defenders of the substitute, 
who have ow n Juggling with this question for so 
m any years 
. . . 
. . 
Th s m easure is unreasonable in its provisions, u n ­ 
wise in it* discrim inations aud unsatisfactory to the 
people of the state. 
Of the Tedder liquor tax bill, which was 
giodifiod to meet the objections expressed in 
a previous veto, he says: 


There la no public sentim ent behind this bill. 
It is 
not an honest m easure, designed lo n-strict the evils 
of iiitem iierauce, but was introduced and urged tu­ 
to rs the leg islatu re simply to retard aud em barrass 
the proper solution of the excise question. 
These are bis opinions upon measure* that 
are being tested in Pennsylvania, Massachu- 
Rctta, Illinois, Ohio, and the Democratic state 
if Missouri, and giving satisfaction wherever 
Iried. 
In spite of their good results, and the 
rapid spread of the high license sentiment 
among the people, he accuses the Legisla 
lure of hypocrisy, dishonesty and falsehood 
jec a use it passed measures which he could 
lot approve. 
The decent people of the 
itatc of New-York are getting new dis 
doaures of the Governor’* character very 
•apidly now. 
It was expected that be would 
reto the bills, but the anger that he exhibits 
jroves the bitterness of the task that be i* 
om pc I led to perform in fulfillment of hi* 
dodges to the liquor men. 


O N E OF T IL D E N '8 SCHEMES. 


The appointment of Hon. Orlow W . Chap­ 
man of Binghamton by the President to the 
office of Solicitor General tempt* the Brook 
lyn Eagle to indulge in a bit of political remi­ 
niscence, though we fail to see bow the narra­ 
tive reflects discredit upon Mr. Chapman or 
does honor to the Democratic party. 
Mr. 
Chapman held the office of State Superin­ 
tendent of Insurance from 1873 till the close 
of January, 1876, when he retired “ for busi­ 
ness reasons, leaving an excellent record." 
The Deputy Superintendent, who was Hon. 
Wm. Smyth, editor of the Owego Timet, 
became acting Superintendent, end held the 
office for about a year. 
In Novcuilicr, 1876, 
while the office was thus vacant, the Prest 
den Hal election took place, and, in the opin­ 
ion of the Eagle, Mr. Tilden was elected Pres­ 
ident. At the same election Lucius Robin­ 
son WM chosen Governor. 
“ The headship 


of this State Department [Insurance] was 
thus regarded as a pawn which Demo­ 
cratic 
politicians 
at 
Albany 
believed 
could be played for Republican support of 
Mr. Tilden’s rights at Washington.” 
Iii the 
meantime Mr. Robinson became ^Governor 
and ’* erroneously allowed himself to be in­ 
duced by Samuel J. Tilden and Daniel Man­ 
ning to name John F. Smyth for Superinten­ 
dent of the Insurance Department. 
The 
nomination luiug fire for several weeks, but 
on February 16.

The Republican 
Senators who intended to join with him were 
present, but voted with their party with the 
exception of John P. Jones, then and now a 
Senator from Nevada," 
This is the story in brief. 
It implicates no 
Republican, unless there nre those who lie- 
liove the slander against Mr. Conkling, whose 
whole life furnished a contradiction. 
But it 
shows bow eager was Mr. Tilden to traffic 
for any chance that promised to aid in a steal 
of the Presidency. 
It was a transaction 
characteristic of the man w ho unblushingly 
sought to buy electoral votes in Oregon and 
Florida. 
Gov. Robinson afterwards got sick 
of bis bargain, and undertook to have Mr. 
Smyth removed on false charges. 
In this he 
failed as miserably as did the conspiracy that 
placed Smyth in Hie office. 
Mr. Smyth’s ad­ 
ministration was honorable and successful, 
while the circumstance* under w hich he re 
eel red the office did not swerve birn from bis 
allegiance to the Republican party. 
And 
there is nothing in the Eagle’* story to show 
that President Harrison was unwise in bis ap­ 
pointment of Mr. Chapman.

reduction in importations was nearly as great 
from 1.997,247 Urns iii 1887 to 1,034,524 Ion.* 
in 1888; anil this process is believed to be 
still continuing. 
As a 
consequence the 
United States produced more iron ore last 
year than ever liefer®, and the output of pig 
iron was also the largest in our bi-tory. 
Prices indeed are very low, but just in the 
degree in which our manufacturers can bold 
American markets they will have a guarantee 
of stability, and that is worth a good deal. 
In another respect Hic outlook is clear and 
auspicious. 
For the first time in several years 
ut this season no threats of railroad difficulties 
obscure the horizon. 
There is no program 
of lalsir troubles on the great lines put forth. 
No declaration of a war of rates Is prom u I 
gated. 
The companies are in excellent con 
aition for the transportation of crops, for 
which tbe anticipations are favorable. 
Seed time and harvest do not fail, altho’ 
there may be frosts and floods. 
Tbe cold 
weather which has just Wen reported ex 
tended over a wide region, but it came so 
early that careful observers predict that grain 
will show no permanent damage. 
For that 
result, however, trust must be reposed in 
Providence. 
The whole influence of the Government is 
exerted to strengthen and encourage tbe 
powers of production in the mines and the 
mills, and the people know for a certainty 
that no revolution can lie accomplished in 
our protective system while Benjamin Har­

PROGRESS OF THE CA USE OF RUM. 
The New York Sun laments “ the failure 
of the Legislature to enact in good faith any 
feasible measure to avert the abuses which 
seem to be incident to the sale of spirituous 
liquors,” but has no word of rebuke to Gov. 
Hill for his two vetoes. To our certain 
knowledge the Legislature of New Y ork has 
tried in good faith at least seven times to 
avert the abuses of the liquor traffic, but has 
been thwarted every time by the Governor. 
He has vetoed three high license bills, two 
Vcdder tax bills, a bill to suppress a disor­ 
derly house kept under the guise of a saloon 
at Willard Asylum, aud a bill to close up the 
saloon in the Capitol building at Albany. 
There may have been others but we cannot 
recall them. 
The Sun shows the progress being made by 
the saloon trade in New York under the pro­ 
tection of the state executive. It tells of a 
compromise in the interest of the dealers uu 
der which, instead of the liberal reduction of 
license fees which had been promised, they 
were to have the appointment of 24 of the 
48 Excise Inspectors. These officers osten­ 
sibly look after violations of the law and re­ 
port to the Excise Board, and are paid a sal- 
nry of $1,500 each. The kind of service 
likely to Ire performed by men appointed by 
the dealers can easily be understood The 
bargain appears to have fallen through, not 
because of its abominable character, but 
through political dissensions. In several dis 
tricts the liquor dealers’ associations are gov 
erned by men opj>osed to Tammany, and 
hence Tammany kicked against the arrange­ 
ment. This brought the scandal to the 
knowledge of the people, and the Excise 
Board dared not proceed. But no moral con 
sideration appears to have had any weight in 
the matter. 
The Sun notices that since the first of May 
alterations are being made in many corner 
saloons, for the purpose of fitting up annexes 
with gaudy appointments for the occupancy 
of women. And it does not think that these 
places in the great thoroughfares, where by 
dayT and by night women may drink stron 
liquor away from their homes, conducive to 
the moral health of the community, but on 
the other hand calculated to increase crime 
and bring aliout the worst sort of destitution 
and degradation. There is also noticeable, 
since January 1st, a great increase in the 
number of places where so called concerts 
are held. The Sun says they are not con­ 
certs, but that the announcement of female 
singers is the invariable preliminary to the re­ 
establishment of the dives,the most notorious 
of which have been broken up by the police 
The Sun plainly tells the Excise Board ap 
pointed by Mayor Grant that it “ will* sooner 
or later have to meet the great question 
whether the Board controls the liquor deal 
ers for the community or whether the liquor 
dealers control the Board against the com­ 
munity.” And it notes as “a cheering and 
encouraging sign that the liquor dealers are 
doing more at present to bring about a solu­ 
tion of the question, consonant with the pub­ 
lic welfare, than any public department seems 
able or willing to attempt.” The interpreta 
tion of which is that, having been furnished 
plenty of rope by the Governor, they are 
busily engaged in hanging themselves.

of this State Department [Insurance] was

The 
nomination hung fire for several weeks, but 
on February' 16, 1877, it was confirmed un­ 
der political pressure from both sides.” The 
Eagle intimates that in consideration of this 
office, Roscoe Conkling and five other Repub­ 
lican Senators agreed to oppose the award by 
the Electoral Commission of the vote of 
Louisiana to Gen. Hayes. This is a falsehood 
that everybody knows to be such, for 
Mr. Conkling never made a trafile of his vote 
or violated his word. But we proceed with 
the story. “ Mr. Hayes got the vote of 
Louisiana, and the day that the award was 
obtained by the Senate Mr. Conkling did not 
put in an appearance at all. The Republican 
Senators who intended to join with him were 
present, but voted with their party with the 
exception of John P. Jones, then and now a 
Senator front Nevada,” 
This is the story in brief. It implicates no 
Republican, unless there are those who be­ 
lieve the slander against Mr. Conkling, whose 
whole life furnished a contradiction. But it 
shows how eager was Mr. Tilden to traffic 
for any chance that promised to aid in a steal 
of the Presidency. 
It was a transaction 
characteristic of the man who unblushingly 
sought to buy electoral votes in Oregon and 
Florida. Gov. Robinson afterwards got sick 
of his bargain, and uudcrtook to have Mr 
Smyth removed on false charges. In this he 
failed as miserably as did the conspiracy that 
placed Smyth in the office. Mr. Smyth’s ad­ 
ministration was honorable and successful, 
while the circumstances under which he re 
ceived the office did not swerve him from his 
allegiance to the Republican party. And 
there is nothing in the Eigle's story to show 
that President Harrison was unwise in his ap­ 
pointment of Mr. Chapman. 


PU BLIC O PINIOnT 
It is a matter of common notoriety that 
while David B. Hill is Governor of New 
York any measure designed for the effective 
regulation of the liquor traffic can become a 
law only by the overriding of the Executive 
veto.—New York Herald. 
In the use of billingsgate David B. Hill 
must he written down as a Governor without 
a rival or a peer. One quarter of his message 
vetoing the Excise Commission’s bill, 
amended and passed by the Legislature, con­ 
sists of a stump speech, and the remaining 
three-quarters is devoted to abuse of the Re­ 
publican Senators and Assemblymen, their 
motives, their honesty, their consistency, 
their entire conduct. Probably such license 
of speech never proceeded from the Execu­ 
tive of a state before. No language is too 
violent to express the Governor’s wrath. That 
he would veto the measure was a foregone 
conclusion; his complete sul^erviency to the 
liquor interest is too well known to have war­ 
ranted any other supposition. But surely he 
need not have proclaimed the fact so offen­ 
sively and indecently.—New York Tribune. 
Governor Hill has vetoed the Crosby High 
License bill, as might have been expected. 
He has vetoed it on strictly partisan grounds. 
That also was to be expected of Hill. Now 
let the people judge which party has the in­ 
terest of the state at heart—the Democrats, 
who kill restrictive liquor laws, or the Re­ 
publicans, who vote for the sensible regula­ 
tion of the traffic in intoxicants.—New York 
Press.

ONE OF TILDEN'8 SCHEMES. 
The appointment of Hon. Orlow W. Chap­ 
man of Binghamton by the President to the 
office of Solicitor General tempts the Brook­ 
lyn Eagle to indulge in a bit of political remi­ 
niscence, though we fail to see how the narra­ 
tive reflects discredit upon Mr. Chapman or 
does honor to the Democratic party. Mr. 
Chapman held the office of State Superin­ 
tendent of Insurance from 1878 till the close 
of January, 1876, when he retired " for busi­ 
ness reasons, leaving an excellent record.” 
The Deputy Superintendent, who was Hon. 
Wm. Smyth, editor of the Owego Times, 
became acting Superintendent, and held the 
office for about a year. In November, 1876, 
while the office was thus vacant, the Presi 
dential election took place, and, In the opin­ 
ion of the Eagle, Mr. Tilden was elected Pres­ 
ident, At the same election Lucius Robin­ 
son was chosen Governor. "The headship 


The manner in which Gov. Hill lectures 
the Legislature in his vetoes of the high li 
cense and Yedder bills appears to justify 
every word of the harsh criticism passed up­ 
on his language by the Albany Express and 
New York Tribune, quoted elsewhere. We 
append a few extracts, merely to show the 
style of our Governor in those excitable 
moods which always come over him when 
dealing with legislation adverse to his pet 
supporters, the liquor dealers. Of the hi 
license bill he says ; 
Hypocrisy is stamped upon nearly every page and 
line of this measure. The bill was conceived i 
partisan caucus and was not honestly designed to 
subserve the cause of temperance, but was pressed 
merely as a matter of political expediency. There 
are two recognized methods of defeating a measure 
—one is by a direct and open opposition, and the 
other is by the insertion of objectionable amend­ 
ments rendering it so defective, harsh or unreason­ 
able as to leave no other alternative to the Execu­ 
tive but its disapproval. 
Tne assertion tnat the present bill is substantially 
and essentially the Excise Commission bill is simply 
a bol 1, plain and unmitigated falsehood. The as­ 
sertion is made only to cover aud conceal the ap­ 
parent treachery and bad faith involved in the re­ 
jection of the commission bill. To attem pt—after 
having deliberately rejected the commission bill—co 
palm this measure off upon the public as an accep­ 
table substitute for it and one substantially like it, 
isa species of duplicity, deception and double deal­ 
ing worthy only of the defenders of the substitute, 
who have been juggling with this question for so 
many years. 
, 
Th s measure is unreasonable m its provisions, un­ 
wise in its discriminations and unsatisfactory to the 
people of the state. 
Of the Vcdder liquor tax bill, which was 
jpodified to meet the objections expressed in 
a previous veto, he says: 
There is no public sentiment behind this bill. It is 
not an honest measure, designed to restrict the evils 
of interniierance, but was introduced and urged be­ 
fore the Legislature simply to retard and embarrass 
the proper solution of the excise question. 
These arc his opinions upon measures that 
are being tested in Pennsylvania, Massachu­ 
setts, Illinois, Ohio, and the Democratic state 
of Missouri, and giving satisfaction wherever 
tried. In spite of their good results, and the 
rapid spread of the high license sentiment 
among the people, he accuses the Legisla­ 
ture of hypocrisy, dishonesty and falsehood, 
because it passed measures which he could 
not approve. The decent people of the 
state of New-York are getting new dis­ 
closures of the Governor’s character very 
rapidly now. It was expected that he would 
veto the bills, but the anger that he exhibits 
proves the bitterness of the task that he is 
compelled to perform in fulfillment of his 
pledges to the liquor men. 


CHANGES FOR T HE B ETTER . 
A R epublican A d m in istratio n S trengthens 
C onfidence and E n c o u r a g e s B u s i n e s s . 
[Hon. Ellis H. Roberts in Utica Herald.] 
The Republican Administration lias been 
only three months in power, and yet the tone 
of business has changed very decidedly for 
the better. Here and there are local difficul­ 
ties, as there always will he in a vast country 
like ours, hut they hear no comparison to the 
strikes and collisions which have recently oc­ 
curred in Germany and in free trade Belgium 
The classification by the Treasury Depart 
ment of worsted cloths as woolens, as they 
are in fact, has strengthened confidence 
among manufacturers, who feel that the pro­ 
tective system is to he maintained in its letter 
and in its spirit. 
The recent large sales by auction in New 
York of cottons and tlannels, were a surprise 
in the improvement in prices and even more 
in the attendance of buyers. These repre­ 
sented all parts of the country and gave evi 
dence that the purchases were for the general 
markets and not for speculation. While the 
prices do not give the manufacturers very 
broad margins of profits, the demand for the 
fabrics will encourage production and keep 
the mills employed. 
Another encouraging feature in the 
dust rial situation is the falling off in importa 
tions of iron and steel during the latest period 
subjected to accurate comparison. The ship 
ments of foreign ores to our ports was only 
ahout one-half in 1888 what they were in 
1887, and of manufactured iron and steel the 
reduction in importations was nearly as great, 
from 1,9117,247 tons in 1887 to 1,024,524 tons 
in 1888; and this process is believed to he 
still continuing. 
As a consequence the 
United States produced more iron ore last 
year than ever before, and the output of pig 
iron was also the largest in our history. 
Prices indeed are very low, hut just in the 
degree in which our manufacturers can hold 
American markets they will have a guarantee 
of stability, and that is worth a good deal. 
In another respect the outlook is clear and 
auspicious. For the first time in several years 
at this season no threats of railroad difficulties 
obscure the horizon. There is no program 
of labor troubles on the great H d c s put forth. 
No declaration of a war of rates is promul­ 
gated. The companies are in excellent con­ 
dition for the transportation of crops, for 
which the anticipations are favorable. 
Seed time and harvest do not fail, altho’ 
there may be frosts and floods. The cold 
weather which has just been reported ex­ 
tended over a wide region, but it came so 
early that careful observers predict that grain 
will show no permanent damage. For that 
result, however, trust must he reposed in 
Providence. 
The whole influence of the Government is 
exerted to strengthen and encourage the 
powers of production in the mines and the 
mills, and the people know for a certainty 
that no revolution can he accomplished in 
our protective system while Benjamin Har­ 
rison is President. Instead of the apprehen­ 
sions which the crusades of Carlisle and Mills 
created and kept up, confidence pervades the 
circles of manufacture and of trade. The 
country is getting its reward for restoring the 
Republican party to national control.

Explorer Nansen has made public his own 
account of his recent expedition across Green­ 
land. 
For several years Dr. Nansen had 
thought 
of 
penetrating Greenland. 
Me 
recognized the fact that such an expedition 
could only succeed if undertaken by expei i- 
enced ski-men. 
The Norwegian ski are a 
kind of snowshoes, and arc used for walking, 
or rather gliding over the snow; they are 
made ot wood, and are generally 7 to 8 
feet long, and 8 to 4 inches broad. 
It 
was clear, 
(hen, that 
only 
Norwegians 
and Laplanders eouid be of any use on 
such an expedition. 
When 
Dr. Nansen 
had made up his mind to undertake the ex­ 
pedition, lie was generously supported by 
the Danish Maecenas, Augustin Gamel. Not­ 
withstanding the risk of the expedition, Dr. 
Nansen had offers from 40 people to accom­ 
pany him. 
He selected Otto Sverdrup, ship­ 
master; Olaf Dietrichson. Lieutenant in the 
Norwegian 
Army; 
Kristian 
Kristiansen, 
peasant; and two Laplanders, Samuel Balto 
and Ole Ravna. 
In the beginning of May, 
1888, the expedition—6 men in all—left 
Christiania for Iceland,where they embarked 
on board the scaling ship Jason for the coast of 
Greenland. 
As the details of landing on the 
coast have already been fully published, it is 
unnecessary, to repeat them. 
Suffice it to say 
that it was only after great difficulty and at 
serious risk that the dangerous coast ice was 
passed through in boats after the party left 
the ship. 
They were drifted for days down 
the coast amid the ice, so that, instead of 
landing about the middle of June, it was 
July 29 before the party reached land at An 
oritok, iu 61° 30' north, over 4° further south 
than the place intended for thestarting-point. 
To get a proper start it was necessary for the 
party to make their way north along the 
coast, and this involved further danger and 
delay. 
At 2 places parties of east-coast na­ 
tives were met with, who, as they have 
scarcely ever come in contact with civiliza­ 
tion, were timid and distant.

In the beginning of May, 
Id®*. Hic expedition—6 men in all—left 
Christiania for Iceland,where they embarked 
on board the sealing ship Jason for I lie const of 
Greenland. 
As the details of landing on the 
coast have already I avn fully published, it is 
unnecessary, to repeat them. 
Suffice it to say 
that it was only after great difficulty and at 
serious risk that the dangerous coast ice was 
passed through in boats after tho party left 
the ship. 
They were drifted for days down 
the roast amid the ice, so that, instead of 
landing about the middle of June, it was 
July 2(J before the party reached land at An 
oritok, iu (ll 80' north, over 4 ’ further south 
thnn the place intended for the starting-point. 
To get a proper start it was necessary for the 
party to make their way north along the 
coast, and Ibis involved further danger and 
delny.

Explorer Nansen lias made public his own 
account of bis recent expedition across Green­ 
land. 
For several years Dr. Nansen bad 
thought 
of 
penetrating Greenland. 
He 
recognized the fact that such an expedition 
could only succeed if undertaken by experi­ 
enced ski-men. 
The Norwegian ski are a 
kind of snowrboes, and are used for walking, 
or rather gliding over the snow; they are 
made of wood, and are geuerally 7 to 8 
feet long, and 3 to 4 inches broad. 
It 
was clear, 
then, that 
only Norwegians 
and Laplanders could be of any use on 
such an expedition. 
When Dr. Nansen 
had made up his mind to undertake the ex­ 
pedition, lie was generously supported by 
the Danish Maicenas, Augustin Gamel. Not­ 
withstanding the risk of the expedition, I)r. 
Nansen had offers from 40 people to accom­ 
pany him. 
He selected Otto Sverdrup, ship­ 
master; Olaf Dietrichson. Lieutenant in the 
Norwegian 
A rm y; 
Kristian Kristiansen, 
peasant; and two Laplanders, Samuel Balto 
and Ole Ravna. 
In the beginning of M iy, 
1SSS. the expedition—6 men in all—left 
Christiania for Iceland,where they embarked 
on board the sealing ship Jason for the coast of 
Greenland. 
As the details of landing on the 
coast have already been fully published, it is 
unnecessary, to repeat them. 
Suffice it to say 
that it was only after great difficulty and at 
serious risk that the dangerous coast ice was 
passed through in boats after the party left 
the ship. 
Tliey were drifted for days down 
tiie coast amid the ice, so that, instead of 
landing aliout the middle of June, it was 
July 29 before the party reached land at An- 
oritok, iu 61° 30’ north, over 4° further south 
than the place intended for thestarting-point. 
To get a proper start it was necessary for the 
party to make their way north along the 
coast, and this involved further danger and 
delay. 
At 2 places parties of east-coast na­ 
tives were met with, who, as they have 
scarcely ever come in contact with civiliza­ 
tion, were timid and distant.

A nthony McClnng'* D em ise th is M orning— 
Two Funeral Service* In th is City T o-d»j. 
Anthony McClung died at Ids residence 
here this morning. 
Mr. McClung was born 
in the North of Ireland on November 27, 
1812. 
He came to this country when he was 
13 years of aire and for a time resided in 
Newburgh. 
There he became an apprentice 
to a cigar manufacturer, and after learning 
the trade, in 1832, came to Kingston and 
was employed by Gilbert Cooper, a tobacco­ 
nist on North Frout-street. 
Later he en­ 
gaged in business for himself as a cigar man­ 
ufacturer, continuing the same until 1861, 
when lie became assistant in the office of the 
Internal Revenue Collector. 
He remained 
in that position under Collectors Penfield, 
Butiinglon and C. 8. Clay. 
Fur the past 20 
years Mr. McClung was sexton of 
the 
Albany Avenue Baptist Church. 
This posi 
tion Le resigned last December on account 
of ill health. 
Mr. McClung was married to 
Maria Louisa Pease al Newburgh in 1832. 
She is still living at the age of 77 years. The 
issue of this marriage was ; John S., Charles 
P., James II., William B.. and Catherine 
F., who are dead; Ellen, Richard A., Alliert 
S., Margaret A., wife of E. O. Bepity, and 
Esther M., w ife of Anthony Redmond.jiving. 
During the War of the Rebellion Mr. Mc­ 
Clung was intensely patriotic. 
Three of his 
sons lay down their lives to sustain the Union. 
James IL wa? a mem Ut of the Fourteenth 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 
At the first battle of Bull 
Hun he was captured and imprisoned in Libby 
Prison where he died from discase and star 
cation on October 13, 1861, at the age of 
about 2d. 
Charles P. was a member of a 
zouave company in Sickles’ Brigade. 
He 
was killed at the battle of Bristow Station, 
on August 27, 1862. at the ngc of 25. 
W il­ 
liam B.. a mentlier of the One Hundred and 
Twentieth Regiment, was taken ill at Brandy 
Station, Virginia, and died March 4. 1861, 
about 
21 
years of age. 
Mr. McClung 
was one of the oldest members of the 
Koskiusco Lodge of (Hid Fellows. 
He wns 
initiated in 1*47, 
Permanent Secretary 
for 12 years and Past Grand Master when ho 
died. 
He was a member of the Albany Ave­ 
nue Baptist Church during the greater part 
of his life in Kingston, being a prominent 
membe r and officer of the same for many 
years. 
The funeral will take place from the 
Albany-Avenue Baptist Church at 2 o’clock 
on Saturday afternoon. 
Burial In Wlltwyck 
Cemetery. The Odd Fellows fridge, of w hich 
he was a member, will have charge of the 
services. 
On Saturday evening Timothy Hollister 
died in Ithaca at the age of *4 years.

Hollister was born in Olive, Ulster County. 
His father w a* Isaac Hollister 
His mother’* 
maiden name was Ruth Winched. 
About 
38 years ago the deceased went to Ithaca and 
engaged in building the first railroad there.
